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Neglected Cup 

HERE was a good deal of shouting about the 

Hopeful Stakes, both before and after it was 
run, and its winner occupies, if only temporarily, 
the leading position among the _ 2-year-olds, 
which for the rest of the season is virtually to 
say the leading position among American horses. 
If War Admiral goes soundly enough, and when 
Seabiscuit races, there will be interest in other 
quarters, but with these exceptions, national 
interest lies now in the Belmont Futurity, the 
Pimlico Futurity, and the Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes. 


This is well enough in itself. We have no doubt 
that Sky Larking is an excellent racer, and we 
are glad to see one of the higher priced yearlings 
of 1935 so lavishly repay his purchase price, if 
only to correct the somewhat muddled notion 
that the highest priced yearlings are more fre- 
quently disappointments. So, for that matter, 
are most yearlings, since less than one in four 
wins during his juvenile year. 

But it is our opinion that the feature race of 
August 28 at Saratoga was, or should have been, 
the searching Saratoga Cup, won for the second 
time by Mrs. John D. Hertz’s Count Arthur. 
Money apart, a dash of six and one-half fur- 
longs for 2-year-olds is not as good as spectacle, 
not as reliable as a basis for estimation of class, 
as the 14 furlongs of the Saratoga Cup. This 
last statement is hardly a matter of opinion. 
Of course some excellent sires are among the 
Hopeful winners, including Man o’ War and 
Peter Pan, Pompey and *Sun Briar. But if one 
considers, say, the last 10 winners of each of 
these there is no question where the bal- 
From 1927 downward, the winners of 
the Hopeful are: Brooms, Jack High, Boojum, 
Epithet, Tick On, Ladysman, Bazaar, Psychic 
Bid, Red Rain, and Maedic. There are some 
Gisappointing 2-year-olds among these, if one 
looks closely. The last 10 winners of the Sara- 
toga Cup, in the same years, are: Chance Play, 
Reigh Count, Diavolo, Gallant Fox, Twenty 
Grand, War Hero, Equipoise, Dark Secret, Count 
Arthur, and Granville. The first four of these

have foals racing now, and both Reigh Count 
and Gallant Fox have already sent back a son 
to win the same race. Chance Play and Diavolo 
may be accounted successes in stud, Twenty 
Grand was, unfortunately, sterile, and the others 
have no foals to race yet. Dark Secret, of course, 
had to be destroyed after one of the gamest per- 
formances any racer has given in America in 
recent years, when he finished, a winner, with a 
broken leg in the Jockey Club Gold Cup of 1934. 

This is written with no attempt to deprecate 
the Hopeful Stakes, or the winners of the Hopeful 
Stakes. It is merely to point out that, consider- 
ing the class of horses engaged, as this class 
appears when one looks back at it through a 
vista of years, the emphasis which gives some 
$30,000 to the winner of the juvenile dash, and 
about $6,500 to the winner of the cup event, 
has a justification not immediately discernible. 
It is to point out further that there is little 
temptation to induce our better horses to race 
in those events which are most valuable in esti- 
mating their worth as potential breeding stock. 

It is disconcerting to realize that American 
racing is, under its present organization, only 
an inefficient mechanism for picking out its own 
best individuals, but the fact, at least to some 
extent, is there. There are the 3-year-old classics, 
of course, which are fair enough indications. But 
at the most they can point out only three or 
four potential sires each year—far fewer than 
are needed for normal replacement, to say 
nothing of improvement. When these few win- 
ners are taken out, the remaining horses have 
virtually no adequate opportunities to prove 
themselves worthy of being placed in_ stud. 
Handicaps won't do it, and sprints won't do it, 
Assuming that, for some accident or injury, a 
colt misses the 38-year-old classics, there is no 
really convincing way in which he can prove 
himself the type of racer from which successful 
sires are made. 

And yet one hears, occasionally, some philoso- 
pher of the Turf musing over the unaccountable 
way in which horses not particularly distin- 


guished on the track have made good stallions, 
while other more brilliant performers get nothing.

UGUST 2. Edna, Steve, Kitty, King, and Jim 

galloped around the track this morning, and 
all appeared to be very fresh. Steve and Edna 
particularly were bucking and kicking at every 
opportunity. Mabyn walked another day after 
her work of a half-mile on Saturday. This filly 
does not seem to fill up on hay, nor to lose form 
very rapidly, although she is a very “good doer.” 
(Track slang, meaning a horse that eats well.) 
Devil and Glow still walking, as I want to be 
sure the legs of both are hard and free from 
fever before they go to galloping again, as this 
is the way to save time with them. General 
stands in his stall with his injured leg pointed 
forward, and I have only to glance at him to 
feel despondency rapping at my door. Removed 
the antiphlogistine poultice from his leg today, 
and found the leg hot and very much swollen 
almost to the knee. I bathed the leg well in cold 
water, and then re-poulticed it in hot antiphlogis- 
tine. 


AvuGuUST 3. A big rain fell last night and the 
track is deep and wet, so walked everything 
except Kitty. She is so fat and needs exercise 
so much that I galloped her once around, and 
she was at home in the going. However, I noticed 
that she was somewhat sore in her left fore leg, 
and on investigation, I decided that her bucked 
shin was still tender. Accordingly, I repainted 
it with Mac and of course put a cradle back on 
her to keep her from rubbing the blister with 
her nose. I once had a horse lie down and thus 
rub his blistered shins despite his wearing a 
cradle. He got some of the Mac in his eyes, 
and his suffering was pitiful to see for some 
minutes. I had his eyes washed with warm milk, 
and then put some eye salve into them, and he 
came out of it without injury other than being 
blistered around the eyes. 


AvuGuSsT 4. Devil and Glow galloped for the 
first time in about two weeks, and both went 
fine. Their legs are peeling from the scurf caused 
by painting with Mitchell’s Paint, and seem to 
be well tightened. Kitty had to walk, as her shins 
were somewhat filled, and I repainted them to- 
day. Edna galloped with pony and kicked so 
hard and high that I feared she would injure 
herself. Steve, King, and Jim galloped, the latter 
two miles. Sent Mabyn for a three-furlong breeze, 
which she did in :36, and galloped out a half- 
mile in :50%;, as preparation for a race tomorrow. 
She is awfully good, and I think should win to- 
morrow. She ran last time on July 24, when 
she won easily, after which she walked two days, 
galloped the next day, walked one day, galloped 
two days, and then worked a half mile in :48%5 
on July 31. She then walked three days, and 
breezed today. 


AUGUST 5. Worked Steve, King, and Edna six 
furlongs together this morning. They all stepned 
along smartly :2425, :37, :49, 1:0224, and King 
and Edna finished in 1:16 very handily, while 
Steve tired somewhat, and was allowed to ease 
up and finish in 1:17. Edna could have gone 
much faster very easily. Jim galloped two miles, 
and on puliing up seemed a bit gimpy on his 
bad ankle. Kitty galloped with pony, as filling 
has gone out of her shins. Mabyn also galloped 
and schooled at the gate. Devil and Glow walked.

General is eating well, but cannot bear any weight 
on his right leg, and when necessary for him to 
move, hops on the other fore leg. However, he 
is very quiet, and moves about very little. 

Mabyn ran a splendid race today, running head 
and head with a good filly for the entire distance, 
and lost the decision by a nose in a photograph 
finish. At the sixteenth pole I was sure she 
would win, but her rider folded up with the same 
thought, I suppose, while his opponent drove 
fiercely to the end, and saved the day for his 
mount. 


AUGUST 6. Devil and Glow galloped again this 
morning, and appear to be doing fine, both gal- 
loping straight and soundly. Kitty galloped with 
the pony, and Steve galloped. Mabyn walked 
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following her race of yesterday, and so did Steve, 
King, and Edna, following their work. 


AvuGust 7. Glow, Jim, and Kitty galloped, the 
latter with the pony. Mabyn, Edna, Steve, and 
King again walked. Steve looks a bit tucked to 
me, and is not eating as much hay as usually he 
did, so I am afraid I brought him along a bit 
too fast in his last two six-furlong works. Will 
be a bit easier on him for a few days, and think 
he will come around again. 

Have removed the antiphlogistine from Gen- 
eral’s injured leg and had a set of X-ray photo- 
graphs made of his leg. Veterinary has done his 
leg up in some medicated pads that he secured 
in England for such cases. They are put on hot 
and under thick cotton and bandages, and are 
to stay on two days. 


AvuGusT 8. A fine bright Sunday morning, and 
Glow, Kitty, and Jim each galloped a mile and 
a half. Mabyn galloped for the first time since 
her race, and Edna and King galloped after two 
days of walking. All appear fresh and good. 
Steve and Devil were the only walkers. The X-ray 
plates failed to develop properly, so another set 
of two were exposed today, and I hope will show 
what is wrong in General's leg. 


Winner 
“His Best Winner, The Best He Ever Saw” 


R. H. Crawford 


OBERT HOLT CRAWFORD, _ universally 

known as “Spec” Crawford, had just finished 
his supervision of the cooling out of the Audley 
Farm horses he is training at Saratoga for Mr. 
B. B. Jones, when I arrived at the stables to 
get his views on the best horses he had ever seen, 
the first and best he had ever trained. 

Crawford has a very colorful background. He 
was the greatest steeplechase rider the country 
has known since the resumption of racing in 
New York State, having led the list of winners in 
this particular branch of the sport no less than 
four times, something no other jockey ever ac- 
complished. He it was who brought Francis Bell- 
house to this country from France, and under 
his tuition Bellhouse has developed into the best 
steeplechase rider now before the public, having 
led the list on two occasions. Like Kermath, 
Power, and Sammy Smith, Crawford, after sell- 
ing his tack, has gained success as a trainer 
both through the field and on the flat. 

It hardly seems 14 years ago that Crawford 
trained his first winner, but such is the case. It 
was at Hamilton, Ontario, June 30, 1923, that 
Crawford saddled the imported 4-year-old colt 
White Satin (185), ridden by Willie Hunt for 
the Dundas Steeplechase, two miles, held at 7 to 
5. “White Satin won easily by four lengths from 
Flying Frog, Briganna, and Transpero in 3:59%5 
earning $1,400 thereby. *White Satin was a 
brown colt by White Eagle out of Jean's Folly, 
by Ayrshire, and was exceptionally well bred. 
He was bred by the National Stud in Ireland 
and purchased as a yearling by Sir Hugo Cun- 
liffe-Owen, who raced him as a 2-year-old and 
83-year-old and sold him early in 1923 to Craw- 
ford for $6,500. Crawford went to England and 
France that year on behalf of the Queen City 
Stable (Tom Phelan and Ally Louden, now dead, 
and the Clark brothers, George and James). 
Crawford brought back *White Satin, *Not Much, 


winner of about $35,000, *Guingamp, *The Red 
Knight, and one or two others—the four named 
were steeplechasers of the highest class and all 
stakes winners. They were the best looking lot 
of jumpers that ever came to this country. 

Crawford is emphatic in the opinion that *Not 
Much was the best horse he ever trained. This 
son of As d’Atout and Nothing To Do was pur- 
chased from Chevalier Evremonde de St. Alary 
for $5,000 and for the Queen City Stable he won 
the Appleton Memorial, the Brook Cup, and other 
stakes. This horse was one of the best looking 
horses that ever wore plates—-he had plenty of 
foot, and it was no trick at all for him to work 
a mile in better than 1:39 on the training track 
at Belmont Park. The late Sam Hildreth was 
so impressed with *White Satin and *Not Much 
after seeing them work that he offered $40,000 
for the two of them, but the offer was declined. 

Despite the fact he thinks *Not Much was the 
best horse he ever trained, Crawford also insists 
The Brook was the best steeplechaser he ever 
saw, this despite the fact he rode all of the best 
of his time, particularly Jolly Roger. It was in 
1918 that Crawford and The Brook flashed to the 
fore in the steeplechase sphere and swept practi- 
cally everything before them. Near the end of 
the season, in the Manly Memorial, the handi- 
capper put 165 pounds on The Brook to 138 on 
Duettiste, both five years old. Both were beaten 
by Bet with 146 pounds. It was three heads on 
the post. The following two years Duettiste won 
this stakes with 153 pounds and 173 pounds 
respectively. 

Like the majority of the trainers of the day 
Crawford is certain Man o’ War was the best 
race horse he ever saw, but he has a very high 
regard for Cavalcade and in explaining this points 
out to the record made by Discovery when Caval- 
cade had gone wrong, accentuating the fact 
Cavalcade whipped Discovery every time he met 
him, save the last when Cavalcade got rid of 
his boy. 

Crawford is original in the fact he rates Pan 
Zareta as the best race mare he ever saw, and 
detends his choice of the daughter of Abe Frank 
and Caddie Griffiths by pointing out she raced 
all over the country and compiled the most vic- 
tories of any mare on record, winning 76 races, 
from 151 starts.

SUN TEDDY GOES OUT 

Calumet Farm’s Sun Teddy, never very sound, 
left racing permanently on August 25, when, 
though he won his race at Saratoga, he came out 
of the race so lame that it was decided to retire 
him. The *Teddy—Sunmelia colt started 18 
times in his three seasons, won eight races, was 
four times second, twice third, and earned 
$24,000. Forced to miss many of his engagements 
because of unsoundness, Sun Teddy nevertheless 
won the Arlington and Saranac Handicaps, gave 
Granville a hard battle for the 1936 Travers 
Stakes. In the Arlington Handicap, possibly his 
best race, he competed with such older horses 
as Count Arthur and Corinto, won from his 
stablemate, Count Morse, by a head, in 2:02 for 
the i', miles. He was bred by Kenneth N. Gil- 
pin, sold at auction for $3,500.

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ENGLISH TURF TOPICS - 


LONDON, AUGUST 15 
St. Leger Hopes 


T frequently happens that the St. Leger, last 

of the season's five classic events, fails to 
realize the high hopes of a great contest that 
we visualize a couple of months before the date 
of the race. No one is going to be disappointed, 
however, by the big event at Doncaster on Sep- 
tember 8, for the very good reason that no one 
is anticipating a classic struggle. As I have 
written in previous despatches, we have no pride 
left in our 3-year-olds in view of the clear evi- 
dence that they are a very moderate crop, and 
it will come as a pleasant surprise if the race for 
the Leger reveals anything calculated to restore 
faith in their merits. One result of the present 
situation is that we are likely to have a field of 
good strength numerically. There is no real 
champion to be afraid of. Mid-day Sun is reign- 
ing favorite, and the news from the Kingsclere 
stables is that Mrs Miller’s colt is going as well 
as his trainer could wish. Winner of the Free 
Handicap, under a light weight, third in the Two 
Thousand Guineas, winner of the Derby Trial at 
Lingfield Park, the Epsom Derby, and the Hard- 
wicke Stakes at Ascot, Mid-day Sun has a record 
for consistency that none of his rivals can chal- 
lenge. Without a shadow of doubt, the son of 
Solario is a game and genuine colt, and I have 
no fears about his staying the St. Leger mile and 
three-quarters. I am, however, equally certain 
that he is not a great horse. He has sufficient 
range and scope to be in the champions’ class, 
and he was at the peak of physical fitness in 
the Derby. It may be that Fred Butters will 
put down his charge in equally good condition 
at Doncaster, but I am sure he has not been able 
to improve him. 


Perifox 


HE question we have to decide then, is whether 

any of Mid-day Sun’s Leger opponents have 
made the considerable improvement necessary 
since the Epsom meeting which would enable 
them to turn the tables. The likeliest one to have 
done so is Perifox, which finished a creditable 
fourth in the Derby despite the interruption in 
his training for that race. 

During the past few weeks, Perifox has been 
going in grand style at exercise, and I thought 
that there was considerable merit in his Good- 
wood victory. It is proposed to give Mr. Wood- 
ward’s colt one more outing before the Leger, 
in the Hyperion Stakes at Hurst Park on August 
21, and this gallop should put the finishing touch 
to a most thorough preparation. Twelve months 
ago, Mr. Woodward won the St. Leger with Bos- 
well. It will give this good sportsman even great- 
er pleasure if he can win the classic this year 
with his American-bred colt. I consider that he 
has a wonderfully good chance of doing so. [Ed. 
note: Perifox was beaten by Sultan Mahomed 
in the Hyperion Stakes. ] 


Others 


ANDSPRITE, which was runner-up, beaten a 
length and a half, to Mid-day Sun in the 
Derby, has yet to lose his maiden certificate. 
Cold Scent gave him weight and a beating at

Ascot, while at the Newmarket First July meet- 
ing, Sandsprite was beaten into third place by 
the moderate Tintoretto and Snow Leopard. The 
trouble with Sandsprite is that he takes a long 
time to warm to his work. He was last of all 
for nearly a mile at Epsom, and then he started 
a run which carried him into second place. Over 
the longer Doncaster journey I am prepared to 
see Mrs. Nagle’s colt again in the limelight at 
the business end of the contest, though I cannot 
visualize him winning. It seems to me that the 
Cesarewitch is likely to be Sandsprite’s better 
prospect. 

I recall that last year, when writing weeks in 
advance of the St. Leger prospects, I expressed 
the opinion that Precipitation might win the clas- 
sic, and his stable companion Boswell the Cesare- 
witch. The forecast might have been correct had 
Precipitation been able to run at Doncaster. It 
has happened on may occasions that the Leger 
has provided a good Cesarewitch pointer, and I 
shall be most interested to Sandsprite’s per- 
formance next month because I think he is a 
likely sort for the handicap. 

Cold Scent, whose St. Leger chance was well 
advertised by his Ascot victory over Sandsprite, 
was sent across to contest the Grand Prix de 
Paris. The colt had a very rough passage in the 
Longchamp race, and was on the easy list for 
some time after his return to Manton. He has 
been in work again for some weeks now, and it 
is hoped that he will be fit to take his chance at 
Doncaster. The son of Foxlaw is sure to stay 
the course and represents a good long shot. 

Another runner for the Paris Grand Prix was 
the Aga Khan’s Sultan Mahomed, and he finished 
just out of the place money behind Clairvoyant, 
Donatella II, and Gonfalonier. It is assumed at 
Newmarket that Sultan Mahomed will be pre- 
ferred to the Derby third Le Grand Duc in the 
St. Leger, and many good judges at our Turf 
headquarters expect the colt to win. The “Sul- 
tan” is a grey son of that great French stayer 
and Ascot Gold Cup winner, Massine, and the 
only victory he has gained to date [August 15] 
was in the Dewhurst Stakes (seven furlongs) at 
Newmarket last October. He has been slow to 
develop, and is probably one of those which show 
to best advantage in the Autumn. The St. Leger 
is one of the Aga Khan's lucky races—-he has 
won the event with Salmon Trout, Firdaussi, and 
Bahram, and I allow that Sultan Mahomed has 
a chance in the forthcoming test. 

The Goodwood victory of Solfo encouraged the 
admirers of Major Courtauld’s handsome chest- 
nut to hope for a St. Leger win, but the colt 
beat nothing at the Sussex meeting and I cannot 
advance any sound reason for expecting him to 
reverse the Derby placings with Mid-day Sun 
and Perifox. Nor can I advocate the claims of 
other Epsom failures which may bid for the Don- 
caster prize such as Goya II, Le Bambino, Full 
Sail, Fairford, Cash Book, Le Ksar, The Hour, 
Renardo, and Winnebar. The disappointing Fair 
Copy is another which I would not back at any 
odds. 

There will be at least one filly in the Leger field, 
this being F. W. Dennis’ Sweet Content, run- 
ner-up to Exhibitionnist in the Oaks. A daughter 
of Salmon Trout out of Belle Soleil, by Solario, 
Sweet Content is trained by George Digby at 
Newmarket, and I have Digby’s assurance that 
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the filly will not fail on the score of stamina. 
She is to have an outing at the York meeting, 
but her preparation is being timed for the Leger, 
and the stable connections will be disappointed 
if she does not run into a place. As an indication 
of the high hopes that are entertained of Sweet 
Content, I may mention that Mr. Dennis intends 
to keep her in training in order to make a bid 
for next year’s Ascot Gold Cup. 

As matters stand at the time of writing, my 
four against the field for the St. Leger are Peri- 
fox, Mid-day Sun, Sultan Mahomed, and Sweet 
Content, and I prefer them in the order named. 


OHIO 


THISTLE DOWN PARK CLOSES 
ORTY-TWO days of racing at Thistle Down 
Park, Cleveland, ended August 28, apparently 
in a manner quite satisfactory to operators. The 
meeting was well supported, had a sufficiency 
of horses, and gave northern Ohio a better class 


of racing than it had had for some years. The 
last day conflicted with the opening day at 
Detroit, but since both tracks are under the 


same management, the conflict of dates did not 
mean a conflict of racing. Best horses whose 
distance is a mile or more went to Detroit to 
run in the 1 1-16-mile stakes event, while the 
Thistle Down feature, a_ six-furlong handicap, 
kept the best sprinters. No 2-year-old race was 
offered at the Cleveland track, so the Detroit 2- 
year-old race filled satisfactorily, and of course 
Detroit offered no competition to the 2!,-mile 
race Which closed the card at Thistle Down. 
This event went, unexpectedly, to J. H. Ringler's 


Albess, 5-year-old Crusader mare, which took 
down the winner’s share of the $1,500 added 
purse. Albess, which has the virtually unique 


record, so far as this year’s racing in America is 
concerned, of running 14 miles in her last eight 
starts (an average of 1°; miles each time), had 
not previously won a race this year, and was 
overlooked at 24 to 1. She covered the distance 
in 3:55!;, cutting almost eight seconds from the 
previous track record. 


AU REVOIR HANDICAP 

Rosedale Stable won three of Thistle Down 
Park's better allowance races with the Blue 
Larkspur filly, Kentucky Blues, saw her beaten 
off in two stakes attempts, then sent her out 
for the Au Revoir Handicap ($2,500 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, six furlongs) on August 28. 
Several members of the field had finished in front 
of her in her losing races, and one of these, 
Rockholme Stable’s Dora May (119) was made 
favorite over her. But Kentucky Blues was out 
to run the best race of her career. The favorite 
got away at high speed, went the first quarter- 
mile in 2225 seconds, the next in 23.

She caught Dora 
May just past the eighth-pole, found H. K. Bar- 
ron’s Phalasan (3-y-o, 106), a *Phalaros filly, 
rushing at her. Kentucky Blues kept going, beat 
her to the finish by a head. Dora May, beaten 
but not quitting, was third, a half-length back, 
With Oddesa Farms’ Don Creole (109) fourth. 
In order followed Yantis (115), Gene Wagers 
(3-y-o, 102), Ginocchio, First Entry (110), and

Two horses had broken through 
the gate when there was a terrific flash of light- 
ning. The bell rang, and Boeing and Beezley’s 
Pep Talk was away two lengths in front, was 
never headed.

SARATOGA CLOSES 


ACING in New York moved from upstate 

Saratoga to Aqueduct, on Long Island, over 
the last week-end. The 30-day Saratoga pro- 
gram ended August 28, with a card featured by 
three stakes, and the Aqueduct meeting opened 
August 30, the Woodmere Claiming Stakes being 
the best race. Although perhaps the best horses 
will take a “‘breather’’ during most of the Aque- 
duct meeting, with Belmont Park's fall season as 
their chief objective, there will be plenty of good 
horses at Aqueduct, and an excellent meeting is 
expected there. 

Closing day at Saratoga was one of New 
York’s occasional non-claiming programs. A 2- 
year-old allowance race, a sprint under allowance 
conditions, two overnight handicaps, and three 
stakes races, made up the card. Results of the 
stakes appear in other columns. The 2-year-old 
event fell to R. A. Firestone’s Lenpola, a Vic- 
torian colt bred by Charlton Clay. The sprint 
event was won by Mrs. R. A. Van Clief’s Morn- 
ing, a 3-year-old half-sister to Split Second, out 
of the good mare One Hour. Walter M. Jeffords 
got a double in the two overnight handicaps, 
though neither is still in his ownership. He bred 
Golden Era, which won the seven-furlong event 
for Millsdale Stable, and Rouge et Noir, which 
took the 1!x-mile graded event for Selby L. 
Burch. 

The crowd which came out for the Satur- 
day program was slightly smaller than that 
which saw the Travers Stakes, but was still 
close to 19,000. So Saratoga had its best season 
since the depression years began, despite the 
fact that many of the top horses were either 
out with injuries or were ineligible to Saratoga’s 
best races. Developments of the meeting were 
the 2-year-olds Pumpkin, Spillway, Maetall, and 
Fighting Fox, though all of these must be ranked 
below the Westerners, Tiger and Sky Larking. 
Merry Lassie emerged as definitely the best of 
the 2-year-old fillies, with Creole Maid also 
prominent in this division. Burning Star was the 
3-year-old leader at the Saratoga meeting, by 
virtue of his Travers victory, and Regal Lily, 
winner of the Alabama Stakes, took the 3-year- 
old filly leadership there. Esposa and Count 
Arthur shared the handicap honors, the former 
winning four of five stakes starts at Saratoga, 
the Reigh Count horse getting two, including the 


Saratoga Cup on closing day, in which Esposa 
failed to complete what looked like a sweep of 
the chief events for older horses. 


*TEDDY TRIBE 


After *Bull Dog’s daughter, Evening Shadow, 
had won the fourth race at Saratoga August 
24, and Privileged, by *Bull Dog’s brother, *Sir 
Gallahad III, had won the fifth, Saratoga patrons 
made another of *Bull Dog’s get a 3-to-2 favorite 
for the sixth, the Amsterdam Claiming Stakes 
($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1!x, miles). 
This was H. W. Jackson’s Bulwark (108), which 
was to be ridden by Lester Balaski. Howe Stable’s 
Twice (114) broke in front, but Balaski rushed 
Bulwark forward, and soon had taken the lead, 
Louis Strube’s Janeen (3-y-0, 105) moved up into 
second place, but when the real racing began 
the *Jacopo filly retired, and Twice came up 
again to challenge.

ALBANY AND HOPEFUL 

Saratoga’s last week of racing established the 
fact that the leading 2-year-old of the present 
season was in the Milky Way Farm barn, left 
the question of his identity still open. When Mrs. 
Mars’ phenomenally successful stable came to 
Saratoga, its juvenile ace was Tiger, winner of 
five races from six starts, including the Washing- 
ton Park Futurity and a dead heat in the Arling- 
ton Futurity. Much less prominent was the Blue 
Larkspur colt, Sky Larking, which had also met 
but one defeat, this coming when he was sixth, 


behind his stablemate and others, in the Arling- 
ton Futurity. Tiger, an easy winner of his only 
start at Saratoga, was considered the stable’s 
chief reliance for the Hopeful Stakes ($25,000 
guaranteed, 2-year-olds, 6',: furlongs), run on 
closing day, August 28. 

But on August 25 Sky Larking projected him- 
self into the foreground, by winning the Albany 
Handicap ($3,500 guaranteed, 2-year-olds, six fur- 
longs). The race was not truly run in all respects, 
but this only made Sky Larking’s victory the 
more impressive, since he was bothered at least 
as much as any other starter. Maemere Farm's 
Maetall (122) broke in front, with Sweetie Pie 
(113), coming from outside the stalls, close after 
him. Next was Sky Larking (119) but the Blue 
Larkspur colt was bothered on the turn and fell 
back. Sweetie Pie fell out of it, and Alvin Unter- 
myer’s Chaps (109) rushed up to second place, 
Now Sky Larking was coming again, but when 
he had entered the stretch he was carried wide 
by Chaps, which bore out at this point. Jockey 
Alfred Robertson got him straight again, and 
the colt ran willingly through the stretch, catch- 
ing Maetall a sixteenth from the finish and going 
on to win from him by a half-length. Chaps 
held on to take third place, four lengths away, 
a head in front of Spillway (117), which had also 
been shuffled back in the early stages. In order fin- 
ished Wise Counsel (109), Thanksgiving (118), 
High End (106), Pit Bull (105), Polyata (105), 
Nedayr (110), Gallery God (107), and Sweetie Pie 
Time, :2245, :4645, 1:12, track fast. Stakes 
division, $2,900, $700, $350, $100. 

Even after this victory, Tiger remained as the 
leading Milky Way candidate for the Hopeful. 
Then came rain, which made the track sloppy 
for Friday program, heavy for the racing on 
closing day. Trainer Robert McGarvey scratched 
his more famous candidate, which had _ never 
raced over a bad track, left Sky Larking (119), 
which had won the Bashford Manor Stakes 
through the mud. C-Note (116) was sent out as 
a running mate, since the “Royal Minstrel colt 
also had won in mud. The entry was favored at 
9 to 10. 

As in the Albany, Sky Larking got into early 
trouble. He broke well, but was caught in close 
quarters going to the turn and was knocked 
back. Pumpkin (122), John Hay Whitney’s lead- 
ing 2-year-old, was away fast and out of trouble, 
and he showed the way for four furlongs. C-Note 
was hard after him, but was blocked at the far 
turn and fell away. Rushing up came the second- 
choice, Belair Stud’s Fighting Fox (122), and 
behind him, under pressure, was Sky Larking. 
There wasn't much of a hole, but Alfred Robert- 
son used what there was, and drove the Blue 
Larkspur colt between the leaders. Sky Larking 
got through, and despite his earlier troubles had 
speed in reserve. At the eighth-pole he had got 
to the front, and he drew out steadily to win by 
three lengths. Reasonably close to the pace 
throughout had been Calumet Farm's Bull Lea 
(116), a son of *Bull Dog, and though he swerved 
at the far turn, causing most of the trouble there, 
he responded to Eddie Arcaro’s bat to get up at 
the end, taking second place by a neck from 
Fighting Fox, which, despite his victory in the 
Grand Union Hotel Stakes a week earlier, was 
still green, and was none too well suited by the 
footing. C-Note, which had got into trouble again 
entering the stretch, came on to be fourth, five 
lengths behind the brother to Gallant Fox, and 
C. V. Whitney’s Dauber (116), starting with his

Winner of four stakes in four starts at Sara- 
toga this year, an almost unparalleled perform- 
ance in the older division, William Ziegler, Jr.'s, 
Esposa (121) was made a slight favorite for the 
Saratoga Cup ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 
weight for age, 13%, miles). Walter M. Jeffords’ 
Matey (3-y-o, 116) also had his backers, since 
the Man o’ War colt has been showing steady 
Improvement during the Saratoga meeting. 
Neither Count Arthur (126) nor Red Rain (126), 
only other starters, were given much of a chance. 
But when Esposa broke out into the lead, it 
was Mrs. John D. Hertz’s Reigh Count horse 
Which took up the chase. Red Rain was third,

HANCOCK GETS DOUBLE 

A. B. Hancock, whose Claiborne Stud, Paris, 
Ky., and Ellerslie Stud, Charlottesville, Va., have 
for many years been sending yearlings to the 
Saratoga auctions, had some reason to congratu- 
late himself August 28, since he bred Sky Lark- 
ing, winner of the Hopeful Stakes, and Count 
Arthur, winner of the Saratoga Cup. He sold a 
half-sister to Sky Larking at the Saratoga year- 
ling sales this season, for $8,000, has another 
half-sister, a weanling, at Claiborne Stud, with 
the mare again in foal. Yearling, weanling, and 
prospective 1928 foal are all by Stimulus. 


INCREASES AT AQUEDUCT 

The Ardsley Handicap, at Aqueduct, has been 
raised from $2,500 added to $5,000 added, and the 
distance increased to one mile and 70 yards. The 
Yorktown Handicap has been raised from $5,000 
added to $7,500 added. 


ILLINOIS 
LINCOLN FIELDS 
HE current week is the last one of the Lin- 
coln Fields meeting, at Crete, which will 
close its 30-day program on September 4. On 
the following Monday, Hawthorne will take over, 
for 24 days, with the Hawthorne Gold Cup as the 
principal event. Hawthorne closes the major 
Illinois season, though Fairmount Park will still 
be running, and Sportsman’s Park has a 24-day 
meeting after Hawthorne closes. 

Washington Park and Arlington Park, which 
offer perhaps the best racing in the Chicago 
section, last year adopted a policy of offering no 
stakes event worth less than $5,000 added. 
Lincoln Fields did the next best thing, or what 
may have been, in its own circumstances, a 
somewhat better thing. Unable to hold the high- 
est class of horses, even with $5,000 stakes, with- 
out raising its $800 purse minimum, Lincoln 
Fields offered on most of its Saturdays two 
stakes events, each worth $2,500 added. As a 
result many of the better horses got more 
chances to run in stakes events than they would 
otherwise have had, and it seems probable that 
Lincoln Fields officials were well enough satis- 
field with the results that there will be no change 
next year. Definite announcement has not been 
made by track authorities, but it seems likely 
that the current meeting is satisfactory from a 
financial viewpoint, for the track has had good 
crowds, about 15,000 being out on August 28. 

Two stakes remain to be run, both on closing 
day, September 4. The La Salle Handicap, for 
3-year-olds and up, at 1 3-16 miles, and the 
Calumet Handicap, also for 3-year-olds and up, 
but at six furlongs, will feature the last day’s 
program, each worth $2,500 added. 


RUSHAWAY EQUALS RECORD 

Much of the class was removed from the Mar- 
quette Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, 14s miles) at Lincoln Fields August 28 when 
Eagle Pass and Dellor, two of the better 3-year- 
olds racing in the Middlewest and each assigned 
116 pounds for the race, were scratched from the 
field. Mose Goldblatt’s Dnieper (110) and E. W. 


Duffy’s Sir Jim James (110) were top weighted 
and best liked of the six starters. Rushaway 
(106), which had done no better than two thirds 
in 10 starts this season, was given but little con- 
sideration, although ridden by Jockey Bobby 
Dotter, who had just finished winning the co- 
feature of the afternoon with Co-Sport. Dnieper 
was never a contender, trailing throughout most 
of the race, but Sir Jim James went to the front 
shertly after the start, and paced the field by a 
length and one-half for more than a half-mile. 
Dotter raced Rushaway under restraint for the 
first four furlongs, then moved up gradually on 
the leader, assumed command after three- 
quarters, but was placed under strong pressure 
in the final eighth to withstand the hard drive 
of Motley (104) by a neck. Motley was never 
far back and his strong drive near the end 
forced Rushaway to equal the track record of 
1:50 to gain the winner’s share of the stakes. 
Sir Jim James faded in the stretch run, finished 
a length back of Motley, but held third place 
safe from The Queen (3-y-0, 100) by one and 
one-half lengths. Another half-length back was 
Warfellow (3-y-0, 102), which had been well 
up in the early part, but faltered after bearing 
out and finished six lengths in front of Dnieper. 
The latter, forced wide at the first turn, would 
not extend himself.

CO-SPORT’S FIRST STAKES 

Jockey Bobby Dotter has been one of the most 
consistent performers in stakes races at Lincoln 
Fields’ current meeting, and when that rider was 
given the mount on Co-Sport (119) for the tenth 
running of the Joliet Handicap ($2,500 added, 2- 
year-olds, six furlongs) at the Chicago track 
August 28 it probably had much to do with tne 
juvenile gelding by *Cohort being made an odds- 
on favorite. Dotter had won at least one stakes 
on every Saturday card at Lincoln Fields, two on 
the first Saturday program August 7, a feat he 
duplicated on the August 28 card. Dotter found 
the juvenile gelding a willing mount when he

called on Co-Sport in the stretch, after holding 
him off the pace for the first half-mile. Co-Sport 
gained a head on Lassator (115) and Genevra M. 
(107) at the head of the stretch and drew away 
strongly in the last sixteenth to win by two 
lengths. Genevra M., the early pacemaker, began 
to falter after a half-mile, was forced back in 
the final quarter by Lassator and finished third, 
a length and one-half behind the Osculator colt. 
Two lengths behind Genevra M., was Steel Knight 
(109), which was trailed by Allanwood (102), 
and Knee Deep (1138) in that order. Lassator 
definitely eliminated Genevra M., by swerving 
under a drive to hold the winner, and for forcing 
the J. W. Parrish filly back Lassator was dis- 
qualified.

The Joliet Handicap was Co-Sport’s first stakes 
victory and seventh win in 19 starts at two. He 
has been once second and twice third, and has 
earned $6,505. Co-Sport is his dam's first winner. 
He was foaled March 20, 1935. Sportress was 
once second and once third in eight starts at 
two, unplaced in three starts at three. The sec- 
ond dam “Balayeuse also is the dam of the win- 
ners Imperial Bunting, Gallops (also dam of two 
winners), Boy Bunting, and Anthony, and a sister 
to Scrapper, a winner in Germany. Scrap won 
and produced the winners Fisticuff (Grand Han- 
dicap de Deauville, Prix du Chemin de Fer, Prix 
des Roches Noires), “Revolution (also producer), 
and Challenger. The fourth dam was Interven- 
tion, winner and producer. 


GOLD CUP FIELD 

Though the Hawthorne Gold Cup has dropped 
some of its weight-for-age features, which kept 
it among the better stakes events, it has re- 
tained others, and is now under what may be 
called limited handicap conditions. That is, the 
top weight can not be more than 128 pounds, 
and other weights will scale downward from that 
figure to whatever weights jockeys are able to 
make. Top weight will certainly go to C. S. 
Howard's Seabiscuit, which should go to post 
favorite, almost regardless of what other weights 
Secretary Julius Reeder assigns. The race, to be 
run on September 11, will have $15,000 added, 
and by the presence of Seabiscuit will steal the 
spotlight from Narragansett Park’s $25,000 added 
handicap, which is run the same day. There were 
32 horses named for the 1!,-mile event, including 
Calumet Dick, Count Morse, Marica, Aneroid, 
Infantry, Dellor, Burning Star, Tempestuous, 
Rushaway, Eagle Pass, and Esposa, and with a 
strong pull in the weights any of these might 
turn back the handicap champion. But the 
majority of Hawthorne’s patrons, in all proba- 
bility, will wager that they do not.

NARRAGANSETT PARK 

HOUGH it still had some way to go to equal 

1936 figures, betting at Narragansett Park 
picked up last week, and through the six days 
totaled $2,854,623, for a daily average of $476,- 
770. This was a considerable improvement over 
opening week, when the daily average was $422,- 
183, but was well below corresponding figures for 
the 1936 summer meeting, when the pari-mutuel 
daily average, during the second week, was $488,- 
235. The first 13 days of the 1936 summer meet- 
ing averaged $471,518, against an average of 
$448,977 for the first 12 days this year, and 
though the 1936 figures included an extra Satur- 
day, this is not enough to account for the differ- 
ence, which, indeed, had been forecast by the 
lighter betting at Suffolk Downs immediately be- 
fore the Rhode Island track opened. A part of 
this drop may be attributed to the fact that there 
are fewer top horses, of the “drawing card”’ 
type, in action in Rhode Island this year, but a 
part seems also to spring from the fact that the 
“edge” is gone from the novelty of racing in that 
section. The present meeting, however, should 
show a very large profit, despite the somewhat 
lowered betting totals. 

In addition to the stakes race on August 28, 
a $1,400 overnight handicap was offered, going 
to Mrs. V. Wyse’s Bachelor Dinner, a Pompey 
gelding bred by W. R. Coe. Audley Farm scored 
a sort of double on the program, as it bred 
Peedeeque, winner of the sixth event, and its 
manager, Hobson C. McGee, bred the feature win- 
ner, Fair Knightess. 

Two stakes are up for decision this week. The 
Warren Handicap, for 3-year-olds, will be run 
September 1, at 1 1-16 miles, for a $3,000 purse, 
and the New England Oaks, $5,000 added, for 3- 
year-old fillies at the same distance, is scheduled 
for Saturday, September 4. 


MARY DWYER HANDICAP 

Hal Price Headley’s good filly, Sparta (113), 
raced in front for every step of the Mary Dwyer 
Handicap ($3,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 
fillies and mares, one mile and 70 yards) at Narra- 
gansett Park August 25. She was never threaten- 
ed at any stage, but Jockey Earl Steffen rode her 
out, finished two and a half lengths in front of 
Joe M. Brooks’ Boston Mary (100), which ran 
rather well at the end to take second place from 
the favorite, C. H. Shockley’s *Sahri II (118). 
Fourth place went to Tall Trees Stable’s Navarre 
(3-y-0, 100), and Millie M. (3-y-o, 108), was 
the only other starter.

FAIR KNIGHTESS WINS ANOTHER 

In the Massachusetts Handicap on August 7 
Mrs. E. D. Jacobs’ *Caballero II beat Hobson C, 
McGehee’s Fair Knightess by a length, at level 
weights, to take second place behind the apparent- 
ly invincible Seabiscuit. Getting a two-pound con- 
cession, Fair Knightess beat him a _ half-length 
on August 21. When the Fall River Handicap 
($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles) 
was run at Narragansett Park August 28, and 
patrons found that Fair Knightess was asked 
to give one pound to the Chilean horse, they made 
“Caballero II a 1-to-2 choice, since there was not 
much else in the race. As it turned out, Racing 
Secretary Pat Horgan knew best, for Fair 
Knightess, outrunning her field from the start, 
was never threatened and won by two and a 
half lengths, with Jockey R. Howell easing her 
at the end. Second, after trailing for a half-mile, 
was Araho Stable’s New Deal (110), and *Cabal- 
lero II, bothered slightly on the first turn by 
Chancing (108), just took third place from Mrs. 
F. A. Carreaud’s War Glory (104), which had 
been well up throughout, but tired toward the 
end. Buck Langhorne (101), Tugboat Frank 
(1041), and Chancing (108) were the others.

BLAST FROM DETROIT 

In a signed story in the Detroit News, of Au 
gust 29, Sportswriter George Krehbiel attacked 
the current bidding for “name” horses for the 
more important handicaps, saying that unfair 
tactics were being used in an effort to attract 
such racers. Mr. Krehbiel wrote: 

With too few topnotch handicap horses to fill all of 
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the big handicaps which are run on American race 
tracks in midsummer, race track operators are using 
all sorts of tricks to attract the outstanding eligibles 
for their big races. 
Right now Seabiscuit, C. S. Howard's star, is the 
objective of frantic competition among the operators. 
Hawthorne, one of the Chicago tracks, is anxious to 


obtain Seabiscuit for the Hawthorne Gold Cup to be 
run on Sept 11. Hawthorne officials dispatched Julius 
Reeder, racing secretary, to Saratoga to see Howard. 
After a long conference Howard gave Reeder his definite 
word that Seabiscuit would be shipped to Hawthorne. 

Then officials at Narragansett Park, at Pawtuckett, 


2. IL, heard about Howard's promise to ship Seabiscuit 


west. They were anxious to hold him in the East to 
act as a drawing card for a big race to be held at 
their track on the same day that the Gold Cup is to 


be run 

Reports from New England are that Howard was then 
the recepient of a most amazing proposition from the 
New England people. It was in effect: 

If you will keep Seabiscuit here and run him in our 


stake, we not only will give you a peek at the weight 
your horse has been assigned, but will let you see the 
weights of all of the horses nominated in the handicap 
at least 10 days before they are published.” 

Needless to say, such a proposition, if it were actually 
made, would be distinctly unfair to the owners of less 
popular horses than Seabiscuit and would give Howard 
a tremendous advantage. 


Another report coming from New England is that a 
track there, not Narragansett this time, offered a cer- 
tain owner of a fast and popular sprinter $1,000 if he 


would run his horse in one of that track’s stakes, re- 
gardless of where the horse finished. The owner ac- 
cepted, ran the horse, received the $1,000 and the horse 
did not win. Had the other owners in the race known 
of the offer it is likely that the majority of them 
would not have started their horses in the face of 
such obviously unfair tactics. 

MICHIGAN 


DETROIT OPENS 


HE second of Detroit’s two meetings, a 25- 

day session which opened August 28, seems 
likely to be, like the spring meeting, a rather 
interesting one, for it has enough horses to keep 
its programs filled in good fashion. The first 
day's racing drew a crowd of about 12,000, 
offered them a good program. Three favorites 
got in, though form players suffered a consider- 
able shock in the supporting event, the $1,000 
Inaugural Handicap, when the odds-on favorite, 
Main Man, lost his rider soon after the start. 
Five of the six starters in this race were 3-year- 
olds, but the winner was the T-year-old Miss 
Monoa, a Noah mare owned by Mrs. R. Stuart. 
The Detroit track, like Saratoga and Thistle 
Down Park, observed what seems to have been 
Blue Larkspur Day. While Sky Larking was 
taking the Hopeful Stakes in New York, and 
Kentucky Blues was winning Thistle Down's 
stakes event, the 2-year-old filly, Be Blue, was 
doing her bit for the Bradley sire by taking the 
2-year-old allowance race at Detroit. 

The Mackinac Handicap, a 5!.2-furlong dash 
for horses of all ages, with $2,500 added, will 
feature the racing of September 4, and on Labor 
Day, September 6, the Governor’s Handicap, 
$3,000 added, for 3-year-olds and up, will be run 
at 1 1-16 miles. 


CARBON COPY AT DETROIT 

Patrons who watched and remembered the run- 
ning of the Windsor Handicap July 10 on the 
closing program of Detroit’s first meeting might 
have profited by that experience at the opening 
of the Motor City’s second meeting August 28. 
For the finish of the first three horses in the 
Motor City Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, 1 1-16 miles) which was the feature race 
for the first day of the second meeting was ex- 
actly the same as patrons had watched in the 
Windsor Handicap. Mrs. T. Stevenson’s Tempes- 


tuous (126), a gelded son of *Sickle, carried his 
top weight to a one-length victory over I. J.

Paradisical 
was the challenger all the way, but was never 
able to reach the leader, while Rosselli moved up 
in the stretch to take the show from Palademe 
(109) by one and one-half lengths. Broadway 
(3-y-o, 109) was a forward factor for the first 
half-mile, but dropped back after that to finish 
two lengths behind Palademe. Other starters in 
the order of their finish were Teddy Haslam (109), 
Professor Paul (109), Paris Prince (3-y-o, 95), 
Brandon Prince (104), and Cristate (111). Time,

FLORIDA 

HIALEAH PARK PLANS 

N increase in distribution amounting to ap- 

proximately $25,000 has been announced by 
President J. E. Widener, of Hialeah Park. Purse 
distribution for the coming season will total 
about $425,000. A few stakes events have been 
raised in value, but most of the increase will go 
into overnight events, as Mr. Widener expressed 
himself as believing that “racing will benefit 
best by making it possible for a larger number 
of horsemen to participate in the purse dis- 
tribution.” 

Races for 2-year-olds will be for $800 purses. 
For all other races, the purse minimum will be 
$1,000 (it was $800 last season). On each Wed- 
nesday there will be one $1,500 purse, one at 
$1,200. On other off days, there will be a $1,200 
race, another for $1,000. 

A few of the stakes were raised slightly. The 
McLennan Memorial was increased from $5,000 
added to $7,500 added. Four other events, which 
had $3,500 added last year, have been raised to 
$5,000 added. The two principal races, the 
Flamingo Stakes and Widener Challenge Cup 
Handicap, were not altered, nor were the three 
stakes for 2-year-olds, as the track does not 
intend to increase the emphasis on juvenile 
racing.

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STUD NEWS 

HIGH QUEST MOVES 
FTER his 3-year-old season, Mrs. Isabel Dodge 
Sloane’s High Quest was retired to stud 
at Brookmeade Farm, near Upperville, Va. In 


1937 another promising Brookmeade horse, 
Psychic Bid, was also retired, being sent to 
Horace N. Davis’ Blue Grass Heights Stock 


Farm, Lexington. On August 28 Brookmeade’s 
manager, Hugh Fontaine, announced that next 
season the two stallions would trade places. 
Psychic Bid, by Chance Play—*Queen Herod, by 
Tetratema, winner of Hopeful, Sanford, Laurel 
Stakes, Weybosset, Scarsdale, Fall River Handi- 
caps, will be moved to Brookmeade Farm, and 
High Quest, by *Sir Gallahad III—Etoile Filante, 
by Fair Play, winner of the Eastern Shore Han- 
dicap, Wood Memorial, and Preakness Stakes, 
will come to the Davis farm at Lexington. High 
Quest will have 2-year-olds in 1938; Psychic 
Bid’s first foals will be born in that year. 


MAN O’ WAR’S DAUGHTER 

In 1928 the British sportsman Sir Victor Sas- 
soon, whose interest in the Thoroughbred, like his 
interest in business, ranges over most of the earth, 
sent to America the Caligula mare Messaline to 
be bred to Man o’ War. She was bred in 1929 
and in 1930 produced a bay filly (foaled May 2) 
and was returned to Man o’ War. She and her 
filly foal were then sent to England, where the 
filly was named Nemi. At two she won three 
races, but at three she failed to show her form, 
making 11 starts without a victory. She is now 
one of the cosmopolitan band of mares which Sir 
Victor Sassoon maintains at his Eve Stud in Eng- 
land. Arthur Portman, editor of Horse and Hound 
(London), recently published some notes con- 
cerning a visit to the Eve Stud, in the course of 
which he had the following reference to a year- 
ling daughter of Nemi: 

Perhaps the pick of the bunch, but unfortunately not 
in the Stud Book, is a bay daughter of Hot Night from 
Nemi,. a bay T7-year-old mare, foaled in the United 
States, by the famous Man 0’ War out of Messaline by 
the 1920 St. Leger winner, Caligula. This filly’s rather 
small dam won three races for Sir Victor as a 2-year- 
old, and that excellent judge “Jock” Crawford. with 
whom I went round the stud, says there is a lot Man o’ 
War (probably the best horse ever to race in the United 
States) about this attractive youngster. That charm- 
ing French gentleman, the Vicomte de la Mettrie, and 
his equally knowledgeable wife went round also, and he 
drew my attention to characteristics about the filly 
which, he said, most French breeders believe in:—‘‘Hip 
to stifle short, hip to thigh [sic] long, and short from 
the hock down.” A dark bay, with two tiny specks of 
white, this perfectly turned filly is a great goer, and 
was foaled March 28. 

Among notes on mares and foals at the Eve 
Stud was the following: 

A first foal of great quality. and especially good 
shoulder, is the bay filly, dropped on April 17, by 
Cameronian out of Roman Galley by Man o’ War: and 
Flimsy (dam of Sunbather), an American-bred brown 
mare, now 10 years old, by Peter Pan out of Yankee 
Girl, who won 11 races in her native land, has a dark- 
bay colt, foaled on February 19th, by that excellent 
staver and still remarkable fresh old horse Rose Prince. 

Roman Galley is a year-younger sister to Nemi, 
foaled in England. The pedigree of Flimsy is 
given incorrectly. She is by Broomstick out of 
Yankee Maid, by Peter Pan out of Yankee Girl, 
and is a sister to Bostonian and Beacon Hill.

During a workout on August 26, Hal Price 
Headley’s Whopper went wrong at Narragansett 
Park. He may race again in the late fall, will 
probably enter stud next spring.

ST. LEGER STAKES 

N September 8 comes the last of the English 

season’s classics, when the St. Leger Stakes 
is run at Doncaster. William Woodward won the 
1936 running with Boswell, which covered the 
distance of one mile, six furlongs, 132 yards, in 
3:082;, to take a purse worth about $53,000 to 
the winner. Mr. Woodward will be represented 
this year by Perifox, 3-year-old son of Gallant 
Fox, which was favored until he was beaten, in 
the Hyperion Stakes, by Sultan Mahomed. That 
grey son of Massine is now a powerful second 
choice, the favorite being Mrs. G. B. Miller's 
Derby winner, Mid-day Sun. Perifox is held third 
choice, at 17 to 2.

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SIRES OF JUVENILE WINNERS 


INCE the last previous publication of THE 

B.LOOD-HORSE’S statistics on the sires of 2- 
year-old winners, the get of *Bull Dog have 
earned approximately $25,000, most of this being 
the $18,000 which was Tiger’s share of the 
Arlington Futurity dead heat. But despite this 
gain, “Bull Dog is harder pressed for 2-year-old 
sire honors than when the previous statistics 
were published on July 3, for Sky Larking’s 
Albany and Hopeful victories have moved Blue 
Larkspur into second place, less than $10,000 
behind the Coldstream Stud sire. Each of the 
two has eight 2-year-old winners, but *Bull Dog’s 
get have the most races, 1912, the half-race of 
course being Tiger's dead heat at Arlington Park. 
*Sickle, third in the July list, is still in tha* 
pesition, with $34,415, Theen’s Lassie Stakes 
being the richest triumph of his get. But Infinite, 
which was second in July, has dropped to sixth 
place, as his best 2-year-old, Perpetuate, is tem- 
porarily out of contention. “Teddy has moved 
up to fourth place, only slightly behind the J. E. 
Widener stallion, with Teddy’s Comet, which 
dead-heated with Tiger for the Arlington Fu- 
turity, as his best winner.

EARL SANDE : - 


ARL SANDE is one who will fill a niche in 

the Hall of Fame of great riders of the 
American Turf. His name recalls to mind famous 
horses and great races of the past, for at one 
time or another he was astride nearly every 
Thoroughbred which made racing history be- 
tween 1918 and 1932. 

Sande was born in South Dakota on November 
13, 1898, one of a family of five, three girls, and 
two boys. His father came originally from Nor- 
way. When Earl was about eight years old his 
parents moved to a farm in Idaho, and it was 
here that he learned to ride. He soon started 
pooting home winners in various match races 
and pony races. At the age of 15 he drifted to 
Utah, and from there on to Arizona, where he 
stayed for two years, riding around the “leaky 
roof” circuit. However, it was in the winter of 
1918 that his career on the Turf really began. 
He landed in New Orleans, and found no trouble 
in getting a job, for he was armed with a letter 
of introduction to Joe Goodman, from Jimmie 
Donovan, a boy who had been riding around the 
bush meetings in Arizona. Sande waited only 
two weeks before donning colors for his first 
mount, just long enough for his contract papers 
to be signed by his parents, and go through The 
Jockey Club. On January 6, 1918, he rode his 
first race on the Big Time, astride Liberator, 
and finished second to E. R. Bradley’s Busy Joe. 
But for the fact that a horse in the race bolted, 
and carried him wide at the turn, Sande would 
have probably broken his maiden, first time out. 
He worked for about two months for Joe Good- 
man, and his contract was then sold to Ben Levy, 
manager for Johnson and Kane. On January 22, 
1918, at the Fair Grounds, Sande brought home 
his first winner. This was Prince S., a horse 
owned by John Paul, trainer for Johnson and 
Kane. 

It was in August, 1918, that Sande went to work 
for J. K. L. Ross, the Canadian sportsman, and 
he rose to heights of stardom. He won more 
races during 1918 than any other year, riding 
158 winners. He probably would have topped 
the list that year, for he was riding head and 
head with Lawrence Lyke, when he came down 
with flu, and Mr. Ross would not allow him to 
go to New Orleans to finish out the season. It 
was there that Frank Robinson came from be- 
hind to head the list with 185 winners. Sande 
considers, however that his best year was 1923. 
He stayed with Ross for about two years, riding

for him during this time such great ones as 
Sir Barton, Billy Kelly, and Cudgel. Sir Barton 
was, he thinks, far and away the best horse he 
ever rode for Ross. It was in October, 1920, 
that the blond Idaho boy and Canadian sports- 
man parted company. Sande was to have had 
the mount on Sir Barton in the match race with 
Man o’ War, but at the last minute Mr. Ross 
changed his mind, and Sir Barton went to the 
post with Frank Keough aboard him. This caused

me 
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a rift, and it was shortly afterwards that Sande 
went to work for the Rancocas Stable, trained by 
that veteran of the Turf, Sam Hildreth. 

While Sande rode for Rancocas he had the leg 
up on such famous horses as Zev, Grey Lag, 
Kai-Sang, Mad Hatter, Mad Play, Thunderclap, 
and Little Chief. In his opinion, the best horse 
he ever rode for Mr. Sinclair was Grey Lag, 
which accounted for practically every handicap 
of note in America. Among his victories were 
the Belmont Stakes, Dwyer Stakes, and Metro- 
politan Handicap. On each of these occasions, 
Sande was in the pilot house. It is a fact worthy 
of note that Grey Lag was always invincible at 
Empire City. 

In August of 1924, the ace of modern jockeys 
suffered a spill which would have broken the 
nerve of any but a great rider. He was astride 
a herse called Spirit, in a 5',-furlong race at 
Saratoga. The Butler colt got shut off at the 
start, and was just getting out of trouble when 
Gnome Girl, ridden by Benny Bruening, came up 
on the inside. She was a fast filly, but had broken 
slowly. “It looked,” he said, “as if both were 
going over the fence,’’ Sande tried to throw Spirit 
out over the heels of the horse crowding when 
he fell. He was taken to the Saratoga Hospital, 
suftering from internal injuries and a broken leg, 
and was removed at the end of the meeting to 
Roosevelt Hospital, spending, altogether, a total 
of about 16 weeks on his back. It was after 
this that he severed his connection with Rancocas. 

In the spring of 1925, Sande returned to the 
saddle. He was fit as he had ever been, and his 
fall had in no way broken his nerve. This time 
he was wearing the red-and white-striped silks 
of J. E. Widener. His connection with Widener

lasted until September, 1928, when he decided to 
try his hand at training. It was during this 
time that Chance Shot, Osmond, and Haste were 
making Turf history, and Sande was guiding them 
to victory. 


While training for his own account, he num- 
bered among his string several good campaigners, 
some of which he bought from Madden and some 
from Sinclair. Among them were Nearby and 
Safety Pin, two Friar Rock fillies, which he later 
sold to George D. Widener. Charity and Spectre 
were two useful fillies which also carried the 
Sande colors. He says that Nassak was the best 
horse he ever trained. Some of the stakes for 
which Nassak accounted were the United States 
Hotel, Sanford, Saratoga Sales, and the Grab 
Bag Handicap, with Sande aboard him in the 
latter. At this time Nassak was flaunting the 
Sinclair silks. The following year Sande bought 
him. Nassak crossed the wire first in the Prince 
Georges Handicap at Bowie, beating Sun Beau, 
he was third in the Bryan and O'Hara, and it 
was in this race that the son of John P. Grier 
broke down. 


Once again, in 1930, Sande answered the call 
cf the bugle. He was astride Gallant Fox in all 
of his 3-year-old races. The *Sir Gallahad III 
colt was, Sande says, “a truly great horse, and 
ranked with such giants of the Turf as Sir Barton, 
Grey Lag, and Crusader. He could run all day, 
and run at any distance. At times he would re- 
fuse to work, going to the outside fence and pull- 
ing up—-at other times he would do all and more 
than was asked of him.”’ He cites one occasion 
when Fitzsimmons wanted “The Fox” to work a 
mile in about 1:38, but the bay Woodward color

This work, however, 
did him no harm. 

In 1931, Sande was not seen in silks, taking 
a well deserved vacation, but in 1932 he once 
more joined the jockey brigade, riding such good 
horses as Apprentice. This year marked the end 
of an illustrious career in the saddle. Since then 
he has been training the horses for Maxwell 
Howard, and has had good success with them. 

Earl Sande has ridden more great horses than 
any other rider on the American Turf. He was 
record money winning jockey of 1923 accounting 
that year for $569,394. Along with Ike Murphy, 
he holds the record for three times bringing home 
the winner of that greatest of all classics, the 
Kentucky Derby. He was victorious on Zev in 
1923, Flying Ebony in 1925, and Gallant Fox in 
1930. Apropos of his Flying Ebony Derby, Sande 
tells and interesting story of how he came to get 
the mount. At this time Mr. William Ziegler had 
second call on him. Ziegler owned a maiden called 
Needlegun, which he entered in a preliminary 
race. Needlegun did not show enough to war- 
rant starting him in the Derby, so Mr. Ziegler 
told Sande he was free to make another contract. 
Frederick Johnson owned the favorite, Quatrain, 
and had promised Benny Bruening he could have 
the leg up. However, when he found Sande was 
at liberty, he told him to offer Bruening $2,000 
and a percentage of the purse(if Quatrain won) 
for the mount. In the meantime Sande had an 
opportunity to ride Flying Ebony, and he grabbed 
the chance, without waiting to make his offer 
to Bruening, as it was almost a foregone con- 
clusion that he would not accept. The rest of the 
story is a matter of Turf history. Flying Ebony 
was a field horse, the field paying 315 to 100 but 
galloped home to the tune of 60 to 1. 

One of the few important stakes for which 
this most popular of all jockeys has not accounted 
is the Futurity, and thereby hangs another tale. 
He was offered $5,000 by John D. Hertz to ride 
Anita Peabody in the coveted 2-year-old feature. 
However Sande had promised to ride for Jimmie 
Rowe. Sande asked to be allowed to accept the 
Hertz offer. The veteran trainer felt, however, 
that he needed Earl’s services, but as he was 
starting an entry, he offered him the choice of 
mounts. At the last minute, Rowe put him on 
Groucher. Groucher could not even get close to 
the flying Hertz filly. Sande was three times 
second in this stakes, on Zev, Sir Barton, and 
Star Voter, was third with Valorous. 

Sande considers that without a question Man 0’ 
War was the best horse he ever rode. He adds 
that he could not separate Sir Barton, Grey Lag, 
and Crusader for second place. Chance Shot, he 
> was the best he ever piloted in the Widener 
silks. 

The blond Westerner was never a whip rider. 
He believes, he says, in going to the bat if a horse 
is sluggish at the beginning of a race, but that 
you can do a great deal more in the stretch 
drive by hand riding your mount and helping him. 

Sande is of the opinion that the best race he 
ever rode was on Mad Hatter, in the Toboggan 
of 1923. It was in this handicap that Mad Hat- 
ter came from nowhere like greased lightning 
‘o complete the six furlongs in 1:1035. He says 
that Mad Hatter was last to the three-eighths 
pole, and then started to make his move. He 
Went through on the rail, making short work of 
his competition. At the head of the stretch he 
Caught Runantell, and got up to beat him by a 
head or neck. This race will live long in the mem-

son of Fair Play a truly sensational ride. 

Sande’s greatest year on the Turf was 1923 
when he was, he says, astride the winners of 39 
stakes. In 1926 he accounted for 13 and 12 in 
1920. He has ridden the winner of every im- 
portant race in America, with the exception of 
the Travers and the Futurity, and is the only 
rider ever to be a four time winner of the Withers, 
riding Zev in 1923, Bracadale in 1924, Haste in 
1926, and Chance Shot in 1927. He also accom- 
plished this same feat in the Merchants’ and Citi- 
zens’ Handicap, when he had the leg up on Cudgel 
(1919), Sir Barton (1920), Chance Play (1927), 
and Chance Shot (1928). He has five Belmonts to 
his credit—-Grey Lag (1921), Zev (1923), Mad 
Play (1924), Chance Shot (1927), and Gallant 
Fox (1930). He has also accounted five times for 
the Jockey Club Gold Cup, twice with Mad Hatter, 
once each with Gallant Fox, Altawood, and 
Chance Play. He was aboard Man o’ War in 
the Kenner Stakes in 1920, and Mr. Riddle ac- 
claims him to be the greatest rider he has ever 
seen. 

The name of Earl Sande will always live in the 
annals of American racing. Not only was he a 
great rider, but also one of the most popular 
boys ever to throw a leg over a horse. He num- 
bers among his friends people from all walks 
of life. He has always been on the up and up,
